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Sundry Letters, and dutiful Addreſſes, were 
written in the Iſland of Minorca, directed to their 
Graces the late Duke and Dutcheſs of Montagu, 
with a fair Proſpect of an exemplary Redreſs;

Perſonages of ſuch high Rank and Diſtinction, 
riding out of their proper Road, ta call at the
